Sev- 
eral carriages wero in the procession, 
the first cue being occnpiod by the presi- 
dent-, il. Camot's caiTiage was driven 
slowly along in front of the palaod of 
commerce and then turned into Roe da 
la Repnbhqno, still following the facade 
of tiio palace, when half way down the 
ttrevt, which was lined wich enthusias- 
tic crowds of people who were cheering, 
amnn rnshed out of the crowd and 
fcpwng upon the steps of tho president'* 
l<utcUra. 


Just at this moment M. Carnot wa» 


Wavmg his righ hand mid saluting with 
his hat in his left hand in response to 
the ovation that wsis being given to him 
by the crowd. The people close to the 
carnage saw that the man standing on 
tlio step had a knife in his hand. By 
the glare of tho electric lights they saw 
the bright blade gleam in the air as the 
assassin's arm descended, and then 
President Caruot was seen to fall "back 
in his seat, hib face deathly pale. On« 
of his hands was pressed over his heart, 
where the steel hud entered the body. 


M. Rivaud, prefect of Lyons, whs 


was beated beside M. Carnot, immedi- 
ately btruck the assassin a blow full in 
the face and knocked him from the step, 
thu» preventing tho mail from again 
stabbing tho president, which it was hi* 
evident intention to do. 


Instantly cries of "Le president 8»t H- 


sassine," "Morfc a la assassine,"-was 
heard on every side and the crowd in 
the vicinity of the carriage swelled to 
enormous proportions, every member at 
it bfciniiigly intent on killing theas- 
eastiii. He was grasped by a dozen 
lunds and his life would have then and 
there paid the forfeit of his crime had i* 
not been for several sergeants de villa, 
who seized him and attempted to draw 
him away from his captors.

ASSASSIN" TALKS. 


He Gives Hin N.uiitj Hntl Affo but Not Hi* 


Molito. 


LYONS, June 25. — The assassin of 


Prebident Carnot is a beardless young 
man, 20 or 25 years old. When arrost- 
ed ho was attired iu o brown suit aud 
wore a peaked cap that matched the suit 
in color. As ho inarched under hia 
police guard from the Kue do la Repub- 
lic.™ to tho station ho hold his head 
down, but his eyes glanced furtively 
around as though ho was seeking an op- 
portunity to escape from bis captors. To 
have made such an attempt, however, 
would havo been tho height of fool- 
hardiness, unless ho dttaiod to commit 
suicide, for there is not the slightest 
doubt that bad ho got away from protec- 
tion afforded Him by thu police he would 
havo boon torn limb from hmb by the 
crowd, whose eviry action bliowed that 
they wore thirsting for his blood.

Ilfiaulio'j the Metropolis. 
June 25,—Tho first news of 


tho attempt upon tho life of President 
Caruot was received iu this oity by 
many expressions of doubt, but later 
when dispatches began to pour in de- 
scribing iu detail t,ho act of the assassin 
doubt could no longer prevail. Then 
camo the biiof dispatch announcing that 
M. Carnot was dead. To describe the 
varied emotions that filled the minds of 
the Parisians would be impossible. 


In tho cafes and everywhere men con- 


gregated speculation was rif o as to the 
motive that had prompted the crime. 
Many persons jumped to the conclusion 
that tho assassination was the act of aa 
anarchist, but as a matter of fact noth- 
ing whatsoever is positively known as 
yet as to the cause that Jed to tho talc- 
ing of the president's lifo.

Many persons believe that the crime 


was the 
work of an irresponsible 
"crank," wLose enmity against ITrance 
and her pi\ siflont was kindled by tho 
Aigues JJoites riots, when many Ital- ' 
iaus were killed and who determined to 
Avreak ven^eauco for the wrongs done 
his countrymen. Whatever the motive 
for tho crime was, tho act has plunged 
the whole of Franco into tho deepest 
mourning.

It has been found that the law 


which is coiiblant for the earth must 
be inverted J'or tlie sea. Tlie 1'arttier 
we descend into tbe interior of the 
eanli the higher ib l,he leniperature, 
but the deeper we dip into the sea 
the lower is the temperature of the 
water. Eet'ent observations tend £o 
show thut an almost glacial cold- 
ness prevails over the whole deep 
sea bed in both hemispheres, extend- 
ing even to the tropics. This, phe- 
nomenon is explained by reference 
to the cm ivn ta of the ocean, one of 
the chid canst-p of which is differ- 
ence of temperature at the hurface. 
Sea water does not freeze until it is 
cooled down to about 28 degrees, and 
unlike fresh water it continues to 
grow heavier down to rliat point. 


The effect of the intense cold of 


the polar regions ih thus to cause a 
constant sinking down of the surface 
and to establish u current of ice cold 
water along the bottom toward the 
equator, while to bupply the place o£ 
what sinks down an indraft or nortn- 
wtud flow takes place on the surface, 
which brings the warm water of the 
temperate .mil tropical regions to- 
ward ihe poles. This is the general 
Lheory of tho verlical circulation of 
the- ocean and cxplahib tho cause of 
Ihe low temperature which prevails 
at the bottom of the oceau.—Brook- 
lyn Eagle
